It may be assumed that whatever 
course the Transvaal decides to adopt 
will be largely shaped in accordance 
with their reports to Pretoria. It is 
stated that Dr. Von Blokland and Dr. 
Leyds are also in frequent communica- 
tion with the French ambassadors in 
Berlin whose views, are reported to ac- 
cord with those of Germany relative to 
the guarantees to be demanded to se- 
cure the future independence of the 
Transvaal. 


The decision to land German ma- 


rines at Lorenzo Marque;:and to march 
them to the Transvaal is not a mere 
threat. The newt, of Dr. Jamieson's 
defeat arrived just in time to avert the 
dispatch of final instructions to that 
effect. The writer qf the dispatch de- 
clares that this necessarily involves 
the existence of a prior agreement be- 
tween Berlin, Lisbon and Pretoria, 
and shows that Germany for some time 
has been maturing; schemes to arrest 
the progress of Bntish ascendency in 
South Africa. 


He adds that there is still in some 


quarters in Berlin a de&ire to avert 
irreparable 
estrangement with En- 


gland, but that the anti-English cur- 
rent is running so strong that it may 
carry the government into deeper and 
stormier waters than those who swing 
around it anticipated.

scription was made and instant relief 
will be sent to the interior. It will 
consist of bags of rice, crackers, jerked 
beof, butter and other articles to pre- 
vent starvation. In that section the 
rebels are destroying everything— 
estates, houses and crops. They are 
absolutely relentless in their role of 
destruction. 


Yesterday Sitio Laupio was visited

FOR THE DEFENSE OF HAVANA. 


(ten. Campos Telegraphs Reassuringly or 


the Situation. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 8 —The Spanish 


minister received last night a telegram 
from 'Madrid stating that Marshal 
Campos, in a telegram received there 
yesterday morning, says: 


"The main body of the enemy has 


marched to the province of L'inur del 
Uio. I have advanced the columns of 
Generals 
Valdes, Garcia, Xavarro, 


Eehague and Luque follow them. I 
have the other columns on the rail- 
road between Havana and Uatabano. 
They will take rations and proceed to- 
morrow (to-day) in a parallel line to 
occupy the line from Mariel to Artc- 
rnisa. The columns of Pratz, Ualvis, 
Fort Aldocoa and the battalions of Va- 
lencia and Espana are chasing the 
small bands that are burning and com- 
mitting- other depredations. 


"The situation in Cuba, from a mili- 


tary point of view, remains un- 
changed. The insurgents have pro- 
ceeded west without daring to stop in 
any place, and are avoiding all encoun- 
ters. 
They have 
been continually 


pushed, although the results are not 
satisfactory on account of their de- 
struction of property. 
Nothing is 


in danger, and it is absurd to suppose 
that they will pretend to attempt to 
surround or enter Havana, when, un- 
til the present moment, they have not 
dared to enter any town of medium 
importance. 


In the department of the east the 


principal villas and even in Mantanzas 
nothing of importance has occurred in 
the past few days, notwithstanding 
that a large number of troops have 
been withdrawn from there. 
That 


shows that the insurgents have no 
means and are not supported by the 
population.

fire." 


At the severe fire over Ford's a year 


ago the clog rushed plaj fully about in 
the most dangerous places, where thi 
men could hardly enter. Of ten he goes 
on shaky places \v here the men fear to 
go on account of then-greater weight. 
This was the case at this nre. ITe also 
often goes freely in advance of tlie fire- 
men when they, to av old being- st i ingled 
by the smoke, crawl on then han-lsaml 
knees. When the dog is forced by the 
smoke to stop, the men know tli.it it is 
useless for them to try to push on. On 
sevei ul occasions the dog has beer, quite 
a little burned, and at times hi* eyes 
have been so smoke-blinded that for 
days after a fire the little animal was 
unable to see clearly. He, as is thu^ 
seen, frequently risks hia life. He is a 
plucky dog, and who will say +hat he 
does not believe nimself an of a«i much 
use at a fire as the regu'ai firemen. 
They have almos-t come to believe that 
It is'so, and would be very fearful of go- 
ing to a nre without their mascot. 


When the house of Schonberger, on 


Davenport avenue, was burned the 
smoke was so thYck that the fire wan 
nearly unapproachable 
It had com- 


pletely driven out of one of the rooms 
the whole force of men. After awhile 
there came trotting out thiough the 
smoke and flame the hook and ladder 
company's dog, his eves streaming ann 
bleared from the effects of the : tmos- 
phcre, that eould have beer cut in blocks 
with a knife. On several occasions he 
lias saved the lives of men, who over 
come by smoke were unable to find 
their way by feeling out of a st-iiesof 
uufamilisir apartments and who had 
just sense enough to allow the dog.w ith 
his unerring sense of locution, to lead 
them to tlie outer air. The dog follow? 
a line of hose at a fire, and in this way 
alviaj R helps with the men.
